Jury Declares That the Officials of the 
Railroad Are Respénsible for the 
Accident on Jan. 8 in the New York 
Subway That Cost the Lives of 
Seventeen Personus—President New- 
man Admits He and Two Others 


New Jan, 24.—[Speciai. verdict 
of the Coroner’s jury at the inquest into the 
deaths of the seventeen victims of the New 


today was that the danger signal at Fifty- 
ninth street was properly set; that Engineer 
Wisker could mot see the signal on account 
of the smokeand steam, and that the officials 
Of the road were responsible, because for ten 
years past engineers have complained of the 
existing conditions in the tunnel and the 
officials have done nothing to remedy them. 


Officials Held Responsible. 

That part of the verdict placing the blame 
says that the collision was due to the disre- 
gard of signals by Engineer Wisker, but on- 
tinues: 
turther find that the sald engineer, 
John M. Wisker, owing to the heavy atmos- 
phere due to weather conditions, together 
with the pressure of large bodies of steam 
and smoke escaping from trains passing on 
various tracks in said tunnel, obscuring said 
signal, was unable to locate said danger 


of the officials of the New York Central and Hud- 
eon River railroad, and we hold said officials re- 
sponsible, for the reason that during the last ten 
years said officials have been repeatedly warned 
by their locomotive engineers and other em- 
ployés of the dangerous condition existing in said 
tunnel, imperiling the lives of thousands of pas- 
sengers, and they have failed to remedy said con-

A Mr. Franklin, for their operation; Mr. Wil- 
gus, for their installation and maintenance.

Q.—Has. anybody connected with the sys- 
tem any duties except general duties?

FIFTY KILLED IN 
MINE EXPLOSION. 


Gas and Dust Wreck Lost 

Creek, Ia., Coal Shaft, 
Slaying Dozens of 
Hen at Posts.

SEVEN ARE FATALLY INJURED. 


Oskaloosa, Ia., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—Pifty 
men were killed in a terrible explosion in the 
Lost Creek coal mines, ten miles southeast 
of this place at noon today. Thirty-eight 
bodies are in the temporary morgues. Many 
of the injured died in the emergency hos- 
pitals and seven, who are probably —_ 
still survive. 


Blast Sets Fire to Gas. ; 


The explosion occurred at the noon hour, 
while the men were preparing to eat dinner. 
The usual noonday blasts were set off. One 
of the shots proved a fizzle and the barns 
powder set fire to the gas. 

A terrific “dust explosion” followed. 
Smoke, flame, and débris spouted 200 feet 
out of the motuh of the shaft. Part of the 
upper works was torn away, the cages were 
wrecked, and the fans crippled. 

The dozens of miners were left below be- 
yond reach of aid, and it was 8 o'clock before 
the fans had driven the dust and gas back 
until the rescue parties dared to descend into 
the east entry, where the explosion occurred. 


7 Work of Rescue Begins. 


The who 
escaped. without injury, leaped to the rescue, 
and, aided by men from the night shift, com- 
menced at once the work of removing the 


miners had been 
saved from instant death by the blowing 
shut of doors. by. the: 


into the shaft a terrible sight presented 
itself. The dead were mutilated by the force 
ot the explosion and many of them were 
burned beyond recognition. 

Heroic Work by Rescuers. — 

The rescuers put forth heroic efforts to 
reach the men entombed beyond the last 
entry. Again and again they were driven 
back by gas, and many of the rescuers were 
overcome. 

Appeals of the wives and children and 
mothers of the men imprisoned nerved the 
living on. 

by Jen thirty-eight bodies had bean’ 
found, their identity being generally un- 
known. All hope for those left in the mine 
had been abandoned. Fans, which were 
damaged by the explosion, were working, 
again, but as several doors had been biown 
shut the gas did not clear readily. As fast 
as rescuers could venture in they forced their 
way on, but only to find bodies at every step. 


Taken Out First. 

The injured were the first taken out They 
were those who were nearest to the cages, 
and eight dead were found in a drift not 
far from where the explosion took place. 

There were two drifts beyond this in which 
there were ten and sixteen miners, whose 
bodies were found after a hard struggle. 

The explosion had torn up the tracks, 
jammed the cars into the cages, thus de- 
stroying the only avenue of escape for the 
miners. Nearly all the entry doors were 
blown out and the miners not killed at first 
were deprived of air. 

One hundred and twenty-five men were 
employed in the mine at the time of the 
explosion. Forty of these were in the west 
entry and they escaped uninjured. Sixty 
were in the east entry, where the explosion 
occurred, and of these all were milled or 
injured. 

Physicians Rushed to Scene. 
By 4 o'clock physicians from Oskaloosa 
and other towns had been rushed to the 
scene. There was little for them to do, as 
the explosion and suffocation had killed all 
who were not sheltered near the cages. 

Coroner Charles Foehlinger of Oskaloosa 
was on the ground, together with Sheriff 
Will Crickett. The Sheriff took charge of 
affairs at the shafthouse, where the bodies 
were being removed. 

The Coroner had the bodies carried te an 
improvised morgue as rapidly as they were 
taken from the mine. 

The work of identification was dificult in 

many cases. Some had felt the full force 
of the explosion and their faces and ex- 
posed portions of their bodies were terribly 
burned and cooked. 
Others who were farther removed from 
the locality of the explosion died of suffoca- 
tion and their bodies were free from cuts 
and burns and were easily identified. 

Some of the dead were boys under 16 years 
of age, but the majority were married men, 
and almost all leave large families. — 

The bodies are being cared for at the 
morgue by a force of volunteers. All women 
and other relatives are excluded by the offi-

States Corporation, Elected to Lead- 
ing Place in Mining Machinery Con- 
cern—Report That Big Combine Will

Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the/ United States Stee) Cor- 
poration, was yesterday elected chairman of 
the Board of Directors of the Allis-Chalmers 
company, the largest machinery company in 


the world. Its capital is $23,000,000. 


The announcement has caused a sensation 
in commercial and financial circles, as it 
means that the steel trust intends reaching 
out into another line of business. William 
Allis, who retires, with General Superintend- 
ent Edwin Reynolds, says ill health is the 
principal cause, but refuses to give any in- 
formation concerning the intentions of the 
company. The election took place in New 
York, 

Next Step to Be Shipbuilding. — 

It is understood that shipbuilding is to be | 
the next step of the trust, and, should Con- 
gress abrogate the old British treaty, war- 
ships may be built here for the government. 
A man close to the officers of the steel trust 
said last night: 

The object of the steel men of the coun- 
try is toward community of interests. Gary 
is the controlling spirit in the big steel 
corporation that controls the steel, to say 
nothing of the output of the iron mines of the 
Lake Superior districts, and some of his as- 
sociates in the steel company are prom- 
inent in the shipbuilding trust and in several 
other allied steel enterprises. I should not 
be surprised if eventually the steel interests 
of the country, from the mining of ore to 
every form of the finished product of steel, 
were controlled by one company.“ . 


W. J. Chalmers at the Head. 


man of the Executive committee of the com- 
pany and in reality has been its chief, Mr. 
Allis being more or less of a figurehead, The 
corporation was the result of the consolida- 
tion of the E. P. Allis company of M- 
waukee with the Frazer & Chalmers com- 
pany and the P. W. Gates iron works of Chi- 
cago, all mantfacturers of mining ma- 
chinery and allied products. 

Not long after the consolidation of the 
three concerns came the strike of the ma- 
chinists, which for a time involved many in- 
dustrial plants throughout the country. 
From time to time various companies ef- 
fected settlements with their men, but the 
Alus- Chalmers company has held out 
against the strikers, Mr. Chalmers being 
convinced of tile injustice of their contention. 

It is not known whether ex-Judge Gary's 
- accession to the corporation will relieve Ma 
Chalmers of some of his duties, but it is sup- 
posed the new chairman’s work will be 
largely on the financial side, leaving the 
| operating of the factories in the hands of 
the chairman. 


Mr. Gary Leading Trust Official. 
Mr. Gary has been a jeading official of the 
gradually expanding steel trust since it be- 
} gan to'take form. After a period of work aa 
a latryer he became @ County Judge. He 
entered commercial life by becoming general 
counsel for the Western Elevated railroad 
company and the, Western department of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad company. 
Among his other clients were the Car Serv- 
ice association, William Deering & Co., the 
Amertean Steel and Wire company, and the 
Illinois Steel company. He served as d- 
rector in the two companies last named. 
He was one of the organizers of the Amer- 
ican Steel and Wire company and the suc- 
cess of thie enterprise encouraged him in 
the work of organizing a company to control 
the output of steel rails, electric motors, 
pig iron, and other products of iron mines. 
Later he became President of the $200,000,- 
000 Federal Steel company, and last year 
was chosen chairman of the board of the

Bearers of $72,500 for Miss Stone’s Re- 
lease Proceed to the Mountains 
on Horseback. 


SERES, Macedonia, European Turkey, Jan.

Some 
of them have gone out of the country at 
times and have left with me a power of at- 
torney for four or five years to represent 
them, and we felt that we ought to make a 
company that would hold our stock, and the 
idea was to make it a close corporation and 
limit it to a few people—eight or ten.

One of 
these hospitals is the City Emergency Hospi- 
tal, of which Dr. Gertrude Gaie Wellington 
is the head. The other is the Samaritan at 
451 Wabash avenue; The former was the 
ecene of Richard Hi Davis' detective 
work in the interest of a friend. 


Wants Application for License. 
Dr. Wellington's hospital is not entered on 


licensed hospital, and Dr. Reynolds stated 
his intention of insisting upon an application 
for a license being made. 


Then we can either grant or refuse to 


grant the license, he said. In this case we 
probably should grant it. If we did not we 
should have to begin action against the 
management for operating a hospital with- 
out a license. 

Dr. Wellington affirms that she has applied 
and paid for a license, but that she has not 
been given it yet. The majority of physi- 
cians and the police admit the necessity for 
an emergency hospital in the ward. The 
competition between hospitals for police 
business is admitted to be unfortunate. 

„The police take all their live cases to the 
Samaritan and bring me all their dead 

ald Dr. Wellington. ‘‘ Dead ones? 

Well there has not been an unconscious man 
taken out of an ambulance at this hospital 
who had a cent in his pocket. Some of the 
men who are still conscious have. As long 
as they know what is going on they watch 
I have never done any financial hob-nob- 
bing with the police. If a man is brought 
in here with a month’s wages in his pocket I 


have never seen fit to divide it equally with 
rit when 


the police. I give them a receipt 
the man comes in and they give me one for it 
out. Iam not popular.“

PEOPLE FLEE TO STREETS

Disturbance. Comes at 5 A. M. 
Awakening Sleepers at Quiney, 
Alton, and Other Places. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 24.—[Special.)—Two 
distinct earthquake shocks were felt in St. 
Louls and the surrounding territory a few 
minutes before 5 o'clock this morning. The 
shocks were severe and drove people from 
their beds in alarm, The shocks were feilt 
as far west as Leavenworth and Kansas 
City and through central Illinois. 

The first tremor came at 4:40 o'clock. It 
rattled windows, shook pictures from the 
walls, and aroused many sleepers. In some 
parts of the city, where the tremor was more 
severe, many persons rushed into their 
yards in alarm, thinking there had been a 
severe explosion in the vicinity, 

The second shock found most of the city 
awake and alarmed. It came a few minutes 
before 5 o'clock and was more severe than 
the first. It lasted nearly half a minute 
and caused great alarm. 

No serious damage resulted from the 
earthquake. The shocks were accompanied 
by a deep rumbling sound which seemed 
like the reverberations of a heavy explosion. 


Severe at Alton and Belleville. 

| The earthquake was felt distinctly at 
Alton, III. In the west end of that city, on 
the bluffs, the vibrations were most severe. 
Many persons ran into the streets in their 
night clothes. In the east end of Alton, 
| where the population is more dense, nearly 
every one. left his bed, and some got into 
the street. 

Nearly everybody in Belleville, III., felt 
the earthquake. Belleville is honeycombed 
by coal mines, and there was probably more 
fright in the St. Clair County capital than 
elsewhere when the nature of the visitation 
was realized. 

The shocks were generally felt through 
out the suburbs. They occasioned the rat-. 
tling of crockery and swinging of pictures. 
At Chamberlain Park many families gath- 
ered in undress immediately after the first 
shock. 

F Ruble, the night. operator at the 
Wea bureau, noted the shocks. At 
Clifton Heights the shocks were severe and 
several persons went into their yards, fear- 
ing the houses would be shaken down. The 
tremors were severe in the tri-cities across 
the river. 

In Venice buildings shook and windows 
rattled so violently residents believed an 
explosion had occurred in the neighborhood. 


Quincy Buildings Quiver. 
Quincy, III., Jan. 24.— There was'a pro- 
nounced earthquake shock here at 4:40 this 
morning. ‘The seismic disturbance lasted 
nearly a minute and the oscillation was from 
east to west. The shaking of walls was per- 
ceptible in many brick residences. 


. Severe at Leavenworth. 

Leavenworth, Kas., Jan. 24.—A distinct 
earthquake shock, accompanied by a low, 
rumbling sound, was experienced in Leaven- 
worth shortly before 5 o’clock this morning 
and in near-by towns. Lum Evans, a 
farmer, while driving to town, felt the 
shock when near Beverly. It frightened the 
horses. 

Noise Arouses St. Joseph. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Jan. 24.—Early this morn- 
ing a rumbling noise passed under St. Jo- 
seph, awakening many families, who 
thought a tornado was coming. The noise

MISS JEANNETTE L. GILDER’S COMMENT.

By facts and figures Mr. Flower proves 
that Chicago’s tonnage is only second to New 
York's, in this country. 

80 far as the United States is concerned, Chicago 

leads all ports except New York in tonnage, and 
leads even that port in the number of arrivais and 
clearances, the annual report showing 17,017 for 
Chicago and 11,019 for New Tork. It handles 
more than three times the tonnage of Boston, al- 
most four times the tonnage of Philadelphia, and 
more than four times the tonnage of Baltimore. 
In the thirty years since 1870. this tonnage has 
more than quadrupled, but it is a singular fact 
that the annual total of arrivals and clearances 
has decreased by nearly 8,000, due of course to the 
increage in the size of vessela. Fewer boats are 
used than formerly, but they carry much more, 
and this has modified what is known as the 
bridge nuisance.”’ Bridges are not opened so fre- 
quently nor are they kept open so long.

NEWS.OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Western Cold Storage Company Replies 
to the Letter of the Under- 
writers. 


The Western Cold Storage company has 
addressed a letter to the members of the Chi- 
cago Underwriters’ association in answer to 
a letter dealing with col storage insurance 
sent out last week by Hall & - Henshaw. 
The company says that the position of the 
underwriters le unjust and 


taken up at

The storage company says that it is ac- 
cused of buying insurance at wholesale and 
peddling it out to ite customers at retail at a 
profit. In answer the company insists that 
its insurance department is an absolute loss. 
It is required to carry $300,000 of excess in- 
surance in order to be ready for emergencies, 
and at least 85 or 90 percent of the insurance 
it carries is to protect its own interests where 
it has made advances on goods. 

The letter says that no claim for loss has 
been made in Chicago on a cold storage risk 
in ten years, and that there is no justification 
for increasing the rates since the adoption of 
the waiver clause. In answer to thie under- 
writers call attention to the losses of over 
$8,000,000 on storage warehouses within fift- 
teen years. 

A meeting of the special of the com- 
panies interested in the 000 loss caused 
by the collapse of a number of buildings in 

Detroit was held on Thursday to consider the 
question of Hability. The interests of the 
companies were left in the hands of H. H. 
Heafford of the Phoenix of Hartford and W. 
C. Fowler of the German-American. 

The quarterly report of the Electrical du- 
reau of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers, Whose experimental and testing lab- 
oratory is located here, shows that the elec- 
trical hazard ie rapidly increasing, The re- 
port states that nineteen cases of crosses 
‘between telephone wires and high potential 
circuits show the necessity of placing such 
wires underground. In one instance, where 
an electric sign was being placed in front of 
a theater, the supports broke, the sign fell on 
the wires below, and by forming a connection 
between the trolley wires and telephone 
wires set fire to a number of buildings 
through the telephone connection. The loss 
on the theater alone was $40,000.

for violin, but he who is this side of 
45 is still young for a writer of music. And 
Wagner was only 35 when he drew that 
marvelous picture of the descent of the grail 
from heaven, and called it the prelude to 
„Lohengrin; Henry K. Hadley was 30 


when he captured all the prizes abroad in 


the land with his Four Seasons Sym- 
phony; and Josef Suk was a mere youngster 
of 25 when he wrote the music that forms 
his exquisite suite, “ A Fairy Tale.“ 

The novelty of the program was the sym- 
phony by Mr. Hadley, the young New-Eng- 
lander who with this composition took both 
the Paderewski and the New England Con- 
servatory prizes. Mr. Hadley has recog- 
nized the trend of the day, and has chosen 
to write what the public wants—picture 
music: His work is a symphony, therefore, 
only in a general sense, not in the 
strict meaning of the term, but it is good 
music he has written—good, whether consid- 
ered with a program or without one. 
In truth, the “ program” for all of the 
movements, save possibly the third, is pure- 
ly arbitrary. It is not music inherently pic- 
torial—its descriptive quality is extrinsic 
rather than eseential—but it is none the less 
music that interests, that attracts, and that 
evidences a tglent from which creations of 
still more pronounced originality and power 
may be expected. Of least, value is the 
last movement of the symphon}—the musical 
ideas being not of equal worth with those in 


‘the preceding divisions, and the entire spirit 


being anti-climacteric and giving a tame and 
ineffective ending to the work. The first and 
third movements are ablest, for although 


the former is somewhat reminiscent, the 


thematic material in both is attractive, and 
the development and tlie presentation of it 
so far as orchestral and contrapuntal de- 
vices are concerned are admirable. 

The audience received the new work with 
favor and Mr. Hadley, who was present

AFTER EX-COLLECTOR FULLER. 


Citizens’ Association Asks His Indict- 
ment Because of a Printing Bill 
of $3,500. 


‘The Citizens’ association had an inning be- 
fore the grand jury yesterday afternoon and 
testified to irregularities in the conduct of the 
office of H. H. Fuller when he was Collector 
for South Town prior to April, 1901. The in- 
quiry was the sequel, it is claimed, of eight 
months’ investigatiom by Secretary Hoyt 
King and'other officials of the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation into a printing bill of $3,500.

IN CARLOS is not banished from 
French soll as a pretender to the 
French crown, in spite of all reports 
to the contrary, and if he was obliged 
to crave the permission of the French 

authorities before venturing to cross the 
French frontier in order to visit at Nice his 
only eon, Don Jaime, who was believed to be 
dying at the time, it ie because he was ex- 
pelied years ago from France by the police 
there in connection with his schemes to 
overthrow the present dynasty in Spain. 

Formerly he used to live a good deal in 
France, and it was either at Paris or in 
southern towns near the Spanish frontier 
that he hatched most of those Carus con- 
spiracies which, while never successful, were 
at any rate a source of everlasting uneasiness 
to the Spanish crown and governmentand of 
unrest In the northern provinces of the 
kingdom. 


At length the Spanish government made a 
demand upon the French authorities to put 
a stop to the intrigues of Don Carlos, and 
accordingly the Spanish pretender was ex- 
pelled from France by order of the Minister 
of the Interior for having grossly abused 
France’s hospitality by availing himself 
thereof to carry on revolutionary conspira- 
cles against the government of a friendly 


power. 

This decree of expulsion has never been 
repealed, and had Don Carlos set his foot on 
French soil without having previously ob- 
tained the permission of the French author- 
ities, he would have been subjected to the 
same treatment as any other undesirable 


allen who renders himself guilty of an in- 


fraction of the administrative—not judi- 

cial—decree of expulsion pronounced against 

him—that is to say, he would have been sub- 

jected to a three months’ term of imprison- 

ment and then again expelled by the police, 


Don Carlos, it is perfectly true, is the head 
of the senior branch of the old French house 
of Bourbon, being descended from the Duke 
of Anjou, grandson of King Louis XIV. of. 
France, whereas the Duke of Orleans is de- 
scended from a younger son of King Louis 
XIII. of France. 

When, however, the Duke of Anjou became 
King of Spain two centuries ago, and found- 


ed the Spanish dynasty of Bourbon, he bound 


himself by treaty and by all kinds of pledges 
to renounce for himself and for his de- 
scendants all his rights to the succession of 
the throne of France. 

By virtue of this compact Don Carlos, 
though chief of the entire house of Bourbon, 
is not a pretender to the throne of France, 
and he has never put forward any claims to 
the latter, realizing that they would impair 
whatever prospects he has of becoming King 
of Spain. Moreover, he has no followers cr 
adherents in France, gave perhaps a hundred 
ultra-legitimist nobles, who are popularly 
known as the Blanes d' Espagne, while 
he has thousands of people in Spain who are 
devoted to his cause. 

‘The French government does not, there- 
fore, look upon him as a pretender to the 
French throne. The only Princes who are 
regarded as such by the French government 
and banished by statute from French soil are 
the Duke of Orleans and Prince Victor Na- 
poleon., 


Don Jaime was at one moment believed to 
be dying. He is still ill indeed at Nice, and 
his recovery is by no means assured. Should 
there be a fatal issue to his illness it will be 
Don Alfonso of Bourbon, only brother of 
Don Carlos, who will become the politica 
heir to the latter’s pretensions. As, however, 
he is childless, and has become an exceed- 
ingly religious and devout man, it is unlikely 
that he would care to take any steps towards 
the overthrow of his namesake, the young 
boy King of Spain. Indeed, if Don Jaime 
dies there will be an end to that Carlism 
which for seventy years has been the chief 
curse and blight of Spain. For the male line 
of the Carlist branch of the house of Bour- 
bon will become extinct with the deaths of 
Don Carlos and of his eee ee Alfonso. 


Incidentally, I spac mention that the 
mother of Don Carlos, a quite old lady, 
nearly 80 years of age, is still living. She 
is an imperial Archduchess of the reigning 
house of Hapsburg by birth, and, like the 
widow of Don Miguel, the legitimist pre- 
‘tender to the Portuguese throne, has taken 
the vows of a nun, and has become not the 
abbess but merely one of the sisters of the 
Convent of the Holy Crose at Goritz in 
Austria. Her husband was Prince John, 
son of the original and first Don Carlos—that 
is to say, of the brother of Ferdinand VII.

BRIDE-WIDOW A 


MRS. ROBERT M’FETRIDGEGLARES 
AT BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


She Can Tell Little of Killing of Her | 
Husband, but Several Persons Tes- 
tify Against WilMam and Latter Is 
Accused of Murder by the Coroner's 
Jary—Marriead on New Year’s Day 
and Began Houseketping «a Week: 
Ago. 


A bride of three weeks gat in a little room 
at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital yesterday [ 
afternoon weeping and glaring at the al- 
leged murderer of her husband. She was 
Mrs. Robert McFetridge, wife of the ice 
dealer who was shot on Wednesday oe 
and whose brother, William McFetridge, is 
under arrest. 

Within three feet of the bride sat the man 
who is accused of the murder. ‘While the 
young woman sobbed and told the stings Ber of 
her marriage, William McFetridge’s 
blue eyes shifted about the room, but he 204 
not wince, even when the Coroner's jury 
brought in a verdict which directly charged 
him with the murder. 


‘Widow Tells of the 

Mrs. McFetridge could tell little of the 
murder. All she knew was that William Mo- 
Fetridge was the only near relative her hus- 
band had. She said good-by to him on 
Wednesday morning, exactly one week after 
they set up housekeeping. The next time 
they saw each other was in a ward at the 
hospital, when her husband called out: 

Hello, Nellie, you came pretty near be- 
ing a widow tonight.” Her husband had 
promised to go home from the hospital on 
Sunday. The next day he was dead. 

The most pitiful part of the bride’s story: 
was told after she had left. the witness stand.
